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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention.

The claims are generally narrative and indefinite, failing to conform with current U.S. 
practice. They appear to be a literal translation into English from a foreign document and are 
replete with grammatical and idiomatic errors. 

In claim 1, line2, the phrase "for example" renders the claim indefinite because it is unclear 
whether the limitation(s) following the phrase are part of the claimed invention; similarly in 
claim 2, line 2, "e.g. 40ms 55 is another example. 

Claim 1 recites the limitation "the net voltage rail 55 in line 2, "the coupling means 55 in line 4, and 
"the signal amplifier 55 in line 5. There are insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the 
claim. Many terms throughout the claims lack proper antecedent basis. 

Furthermore, the replete use of "or 55 renders claims indefinite. For instance, the scope of the 
phrase "the net voltage rail or for example in wall outlet or in other corresponding connecting 
point or in sphere of influence by data transmission furnished with a supply cable 55 is 
unascertainable. 
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The above are but a few specific examples of improper language used throughout the 
claims, and are only intended to illustrate the extensive revision required to overcome this 
rejection. Applicant is required to revise all of the claims, and not just correct the improper 
language mentioned above. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

4. k As best understood, claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Mavretic (6,046,594). ' 

Mavretic discloses a voltage rail (140), amplifier network (314, 316), band pass filter 
(314), measuring and handling unit (302, 304, 306), control circuit (328), and load (230). 
See figures 2 and 3.
